--- long time has ©lapsed sines my last letter on and requesting the 
memo of transfer on which your record is either one of intended dishonesty or 
another federal agency directly involved has lied to ms. -Mshever is the case, 

I am ashamed that such a condition should exist in my government, particularly 
when what is involved is the murder of a President and its official late stigation. 

In sny event, I have been officially infemed that you do, in fact, 
have the federal copy of this memo. I t bare fore ask for it still sgsin. ind this 
time 1 believe It is not -at sll presumptions to expect it by return mail. 

X bar® already raised this matter with my Senator, to ■iiom I am s ending 
a copy of this letter. I? you do not respond now I ask that you explain tee 
rossoius for any delay to his, Hon. Charles Nc3 Mathias. 

And if for any res son you fail to honor this quit® proper request for 
documentary evidence it now appears you have been deliberately suppressing by 
the improper exercise of raw power alone, I woul-i ask two taxings; sa explanation 
that reasonable men could accept in refutation plus - snd this la not the first 
time I make this request - ell the forms end instructions 1 require to seek to 
invoke the Freedom of Information dot, Cn not oaje of the aaaerous occasions I 
have sought to us® this law enacted by the Congress has yours or any other agency 
mads any respease whatsoever.
